PRESCHOOL 
GETS PRAISE 


A GLOWING Ofsted report has 
been happily received by staff and 
students at Bloxham Pre-School af¬ 
ter a surprise visit from an inspec¬ 
tor last month. 

The school in Tadmarton Road, which 
caters for 49 local youngsters, received 
mainly “Good” scores with a few “Out¬ 
standing” at the last assessment in 2012. 

But the new report, published on Ofst- 
ed’s website on Thursday, May 14, gives 
the school an “Outstanding” rating on 
every front. 

Supervisor Debbie Davies said staff 
had been left “shell-shocked” after in¬ 
spector Gill Little arrived unannounced 
on Monday, April 27. Pre-schools and 
nurseries do not receive a warning be¬ 
fore someone arrives. 

Mrs Davies said: “She spent the whole 
day with us and talked to the staff and 
children. 

“It’s a well-deserved rating because 
the staff work so hard and are very com¬ 
mitted every day that they come here. 

“Hopefully what we did on that Mon¬ 
day morning is what we do every day.” 

She added that since the last inspec¬ 
tion the team had been keen to do even 
better. 

Improvements were made to the pre-

school’s ICT resources, as well as out¬ 
door features such as climbing equip¬ 
ment, bridges and a vegetable patch. 

Some of the inspector’s comments, 
available to view in an online report, 
include: “Shy children become increas¬ 
ingly confident as they discuss their 
highly engaging contributions to a pho¬ 
to book”, “children have a very good un¬ 
derstanding of healthy lifestyles” and 
“staff safeguard children and discuss 
safeguarding at regular meetings”. 

Bloxham Pre-school shares a build¬ 
ing with Bloxham Church of England 
Primary School. 

It runs on weekdays during school 
terms from 8.50am-3pm. 

The morning and afternoon session 
each look after 24 children. 

Mrs Davies added: “We are a part of 
the community. 

“We work with parents and the local 
children’s centre, and our fundraising 
committee go out into the commu¬ 
nity” 

Recently the committee organised 
an Easter egg hunt and held a stall at 


the popular Bloxfest village festival. 

There are seven staff members em¬ 
ployed at the pre-school, most of whom 
have worked there for a long period of 
time and have built a rapport with the 
children. 

Jessica Burns, three, said: “Joe 
[Davies, a staff member] helps me to 
do my name, and helps me in the work¬ 
shop, and helps me eat my lunch.” 

Asked what he liked about coming to 
pre-school, Thomas Ridgers, also three, 
said: “I like coming to do everything.”

Public urged to contact MPs 
to help policing budgets cuts 


POLICE and Crime Commissioner for 
Thames Valley Anthony Stansfeld says 
he does not know where the latest 
budget savings needed by the force will 
come from. 

And he urged Oxfordshire residents to 
write to their newly elected MPs to help 
in his fight to pressure Prime Minister 
David Cameron’s majority government 
to stop cuts to the police. 

It comes at a time when Thames Valley 
Police needs to save almost £22 million 
by 2017/18, with a budget deficit of £11.7 
million in 2016/17 and £10.2 million in 
2017/18. 

Speaking to members of the 
performance scrutiny committee at 
Oxfordshire County Council last week, 
Mr Stansfeld said the force had not yet 
identified where the required savings 
could be saved. 

He said: “Cutting the budget is not 


going to be an easy exercise. 

“The saving process is becoming more 
complex and challenging.” 

The police and crime commissioner 
added: “I have put my head out a lot 
more than other police and crime 
commissioners and it’s made me quite 
unpopular. 

“While cuts are necessary, it’s a matter 
of when they stop. 

“At the moment, I would say that 
Thames Valley Police is in a good state, 
but if you keep going you are going to 
lose policemen.” 

When asked by the committee’s 
councillors how county people could 
help encourage the government to stop 
the cutbacks, Mr Stansfeld quipped: 
“Write to your MPs, would be my 
suggestion.” 

He continued: “The lack of money 
going into the Crown Prosecution 


Service and the criminal justice system 
is also a worry to me. 

“They will not run smoothly if they 
don’t have the funds.” 

The Thames Valley force’s Chief 
Constable, Francis Habgood, has 
previously criticised the government’s 
level of spending on foreign aid. 

He said that the money it is allocated 
by Whitehall would be better spent on 
essential services within the United 
Kingdom. 

As previously reported in the Banbury 
Cake, there are already plans to axe 36 
police officers and 37 other staff posts in 
2016/17. 

A further 61 staff posts are due to be 
got rid of during the 2017/18 financial 
year. 

The force had also announced the loss 
of 187 officer posts and 16 staff positions 
in November last year.

Animal rescuer has to be 
available at all times and is met 
with variety of situations

AT 6AM on a Friday, most Oxford¬ 
shire people would be fast asleep 
or just preparing to greet the day, 
But for Lauren Bailey there was no 
rest. She was up until 6am rescuing 
animals in Witney 
Miss Bailey, 27, works as an RSPCA 
inspector covering the Banbury area. 
When on call, she could be out rescu¬ 
ing animals anywhere in Oxfordshire. 

And now her escapades are being 
documented in the third series of 
Channel 5’s The Dog Rescuers, which 
began airing at 8pm on Tuesday night. 

An animal lover from a young age, 
Miss Bailey studied psychology at Not¬ 
tingham university 
She said: “It’s come in really useful 
as you deal with people. Part of my 
job is trying to understand people’s 
actions and it’s made me a bit more 
patient.” 

RSPCA inspectors take on com¬ 
plaints made by members of the pub¬ 
lic about possible cruelty and neglect 
to both domestic and livestock ani¬ 
mals. 

This can lead to rescuing trapped or 
injured creatures, advising people on 
how to take care of animals or even re¬ 


moving pets from their owners. 

Miss Bailey receives about 10 com¬ 
plaints a week in the Banbury area, 
many of them domestic or relating to 
horses in more rural areas. 

She said: “We get a lot of complaints 
about beatings, and people worrying 
that animals they have seen are too 
thin. Dogs are often left outside with 
no shelter or kept in cages throughout 
the day 

“People generally respond well and 
more often than not are willing to let 
me in; we have no legal right to enter. 

“I rely on my skills of persuasion. 
It’s all about keeping the situation 
calm.” 

After applying to become an in¬ 
spector in 2012, Miss Bailey faced a 
rigorous selection process and seven 
months of training. Inspectors must 
be prepared for any and every eventu¬ 
ality. 

In March this year she helped rescue 
a tiny muntjac deer trapped between 
two walls in Headington. 

She said: “We were called to a fox 
trapped between two brick walls - I 
climbed a wall, went over and realised 
it had hooves.” 

In recent months she has also been 
called to help a sparrowhawk trapped 
in chicken wire in a Bicester garden, 
and a two-week-old kitten left in a box 
on Banbury Road, Oxford. 

Miss Bailey will continue filming 
The Dog Rescuers until the end of May. 
Her first appearance sees her rehom¬ 
ing eight Collie puppies whose owner 
was unable to cope.

‘Growth deal’ 
could create 
135,000 jobs 

More powers could be transferred to alliance of county councils

AN EXTRA £9bn per year and a 
135,000 jobs boost could come from 
a “new Growth Deal” to be put for¬ 
ward jointly by leaders of Oxford¬ 
shire, Buckinghamshire and North¬ 
amptonshire county councils. 

New powers, including five-year cash 
settlements, control of businesses rate 
increases and joint transport plans, 
would help create a bonanza of “at least” 
135,000 jobs in the counties, according to 
the three authorities. 

It is part of plans to create an “alli¬ 
ance” between the three councils and 
position the regions as “England’s eco¬ 
nomic heartland”, a rival to the so-called 
“Northern powerhouse”. 

Of the £9bn they hope to bring in to 
the economy per year, civic leaders said 
they would aim for Oxfordshire to net at 
least a third. 

It comes after George Osborne, Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer, announced the 
door was open for “radical devolution” 
to England’s cities. 


Oxfordshire County Council leader 
Ian Hudspeth said: “England’s Econom¬ 
ic Heartland is one of the powerhouses 
of the UK economy 

“We want to grow the area’s reputa¬ 
tion as a serious destination for new 
economy industries and their employ¬ 
ees, families and supply chains.” 

The three counties have drawn up an 
initial plan in consultation with local 
enterprise partnerships (LEPs), bodies 
made up of councils and businesses re¬ 
sponsible for funnelling cash into local 
projects. 

Senior Oxfordshire county councillors 
will meet next Tuesday in County Hall 
to approve the creation of a “leaders 
board” comprised of the three council 
leaders and the chairmen of the three 
LEPs. 

The LEPs and other county councils 
are expected to decide on the proposal 
later in the summer. 

Once formed, this board would be 
tasked with thrashing out a final deal 
with the government. 

Among the board’s key priorities 
would be longer, five-year cash settle¬ 
ments, similar to those enjoyed by na¬ 
tional infrastructure bodies such as Net¬ 
work Rail and Highways England.

What Is It? 

Diabetes (or Diabetes Mellitus to 
use its official title) is a relatively 
common disease affecting 
around 1 in every 300* dogs in 
the UK.

Risk Factors 
for your Dog 

Genetic factors often play a role 
in the development of canine 
diabetes. Therefore it is important 
to look at the characteristics and 
family history of the pet you own 
and keep a close eye on your 
pet if diabetes is a known risk 
factor for your dog. However, if 
your dog is overweight or obese, 
they are significantly more likely 
to develop diabetes than if they 
are a healthy weight*, regardless 
of their breed or history.

If your dog has been diagnosed 
with diabetes, you should always 
follow your Veterinary Surgeon’s 
advice and always phone for 
support or take your dog to the 
vets if you have any concerns 
about them. Diabetes can have 
very serious implications for your 
pet’s health, especially if your 
dog is difficult to get into a 
manageable routine. Your vet 
is most likely to advise regular 
insulin injections, an appropriate 
veterinary-recommended diet and 
a consistent exercise plan to help 
manage your companion’s illness.

Q l want to keep my Labrador at the optimal 
body condition. However, I am slightly 
confused by the feeding guidelines on her 
bags of dry food. I am not sure exactly how much 
to feed based on the guide, there seems to be so 
many options! Can you advise? 

A feeding guide is just that - it is ONLY a 
guide which you will need to use as a base¬ 
line and then adapt to meet the needs of 
your pet. At ROYAL CANIN®, our feeding guides 
are based on how much to feed your pet over a 
24 hour period and we would recommend you 
split this allowance into at least 2 meals per day. 
You need to feed your pet the amount of food 
(in grams) corresponding to their body weight 
when they are at their ideal body condition 
(which may be the weight they are now - but you 
should double check!). Most feeding guides will 
also show a range of amounts to feed, based on 
whether your pet is prone to carrying extra weight, 
being a normal weight or being on the thinner side 
of normal.

spears. 

One prime specimen is Impera- 
tor Furiosa (Charlize Theron), 
the enigmatic driver of a mighty 
18-wheeler mobile war rig.

(Hugh Keays-Byrne), despotic 
leader of the Citadel, who is 


propagating the species in his 
cruel image using The Wives. 

These five enslaved women 
(Rosie Huntington-Whiteley, Ri¬ 
ley Keough, Zoe Kravitz, Court¬ 
ney Eaton, Abbey Lee) are im¬ 
pregnated by Immortan Joe to 
provide him with a viable male 
heir. 

Furiosa kidnaps The Wives 
and flees across the Wasteland 
with Immortan Joe and his 
army in hot pursuit. 

Among the chasing horde is 
shaven-headed, tattooed acolyte 
Nux (Nicholas Hoult), who be¬ 
lieves that death in battle will 
grant him entry to the warrior 
paradise of Valhalla.

The Last Bookaneer by Mat¬

REMEMBER those episodes of 
Doctor Who where Charles Dickens 
met ghosts at Christmas or Agatha 
Christie got caught up in a murder 
plot? The Last Bookaneer is a 
similar author-meets-genre tale, an 
exotic hunt for treasure starring 
Robert Louis Stevenson. Matthew 
Pearl is clearly a bibliophile and it 
shines through in this piratical tale 
of people paid to loot manuscripts 
and smuggle them to foreign 
publishers. There are two of these 
bookaneers left and this tale 
focuses on their wonderfully twisty 
and duplicitous set-up venturing to 
a Samoan island, where Stevenson 
has settled down for the last years 
of his life and is writing a final 
masterpiece. It all plays out as an 
evocative Polynesian travelogue 
with all the audacious thievery of 
a fun heist film, but with defter 


characterisation and substantially 
more philosophising on the nature 
of stories.

LAWRENCE Osborne's new 
novel has much in common with 
its predecessor. The Ballad Of A 
Small Player, as a tale of ghosts 
and gamblers adrift on the edges 
of South East Asia. Both are the 
stories of characters trying to live 
out the romantic dream of English¬ 
men abroad in the face of modern 
distractions and sometimes more 
ancient fears. In this one, a big 
win in a small casino sets its hero 
on his way through Cambodia and 
into the path of ruthless ex-pats, 
corrupt police officers and burned- 
out survivors of that country's 
dreadful past. The languid plot and 
Osborne's relaxed style make this 
book too laid-back to qualify as 
an out and out thriller, but there's 
enough tension as his characters 
stumble towards their uncertain 
fates to keep the pages turning.

OCCASIONALLY, a car is 
launched at precisely the 
right time to take the market 
by storm, but it not often an 
entire brand arrives at the 
perfect moment. 

Dacia, Romania’s national ve¬ 
hicle manufacturer, originally 
built several Renault cars under 
licence, but was bought by the 
French car maker in 1999. 

Former Renault chairman, 
Louis Schweitzer, had spotted a 
new market opportunity, mak¬ 
ing affordable new cars for the 
lower and middle classes in 
emerging markets, particularly 
in central Europe. 

What he had not foreseen was 
the global market collapse in 
2008 which saw the clamour for 
competitively-priced cars ex¬ 
pand across Europe. 

One of those is the Logan MCV 
(Max Capacity Vehicle), a five- 
seater estate offering masses of 
space and a starting price of just 
under £7,000. 

Renault managed to keep the 
price of the Moroccan-built 
estate low by using parts and 
equipment from current and 
previous generation Renault 
group cars. Cynics might say 
that it is saving money by using 


old technology, while Renault 
argues that the running gear is 
truly tried and tested. 

The Logan MCV is a big estate 
offering 20 cubic feet of luggage 
space even with the rear seats 
in place. Flop them down and a 
van-like 53.6 cubic feet of load 
space opens up 

Overall, the MCV measures 
4.4m and is able to carry items 
up to 2.7m long with the rear 
seats flipped and the sill is just 
58.9cm above ground level. 

The ride is soft, but comfort¬ 
able enough and handling is 
tuned for comfort, though road 
noise intrudes at higher speeds. 


Power comes from Renault’s 
global top-selling 1.5 diesel, in 90 
horsepower form, with impres¬ 
sive fuel consumption and 99g/ 
km C02 emissions which mean 
there is no annual road tax to 
pay 

Despite the low price tag, even 
the entry-level model is far from 
basic with power steering, body- 
coloured bumpers, daytime run¬ 
ning lights, split/folding rear 
seat and roof bars. 

Ironically, the world financial 
crisis turned the small Dacia 
marque into Europe’s fastest 
growing automotive brand in 
Europe for eight years in a row. 


Festival of vintage machines 

Take to the air or stay on the ground 


MORE than 50 exotic, vintage and 
classic cars will form the 
centrepiece of test-track 
demonstrations at the Flywheel 
Festival at Bicester Heritage on 
June 20 and 21, the first major 
public event to be held at the UK's 
best preserved Second World War 
bomber station.

Military vehicle enthusiasts and 
re-enactor groups are planning to 
take full advantage of Bicester 
airfield's unique "timewarp" 


background of hangars, air-raid 
shelters and wartime buildings. 

The weekend will mark the 
return of the sole flying Bristol 
Blenheim bomber. 

Other flying attractions will 
include the Great War Display 
Team, who plan to field a record 
ten First World War types in 
"dogfight" display as would have 
been seen from the trenches 100 
years ago. 

The 1930s golden age of flying 
will be represented by the Tiger 
Nine, all-Tiger Moth flying display 
team and line-ups of aircraft from 
the Vintage Aircraft Club and 
Vintage Glider Club.
